REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. ^ The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

The applicant argues the reference of Nagano and Hata are not combinable because Nagano teaches carboxvlic acid esters 
used as lubricating oil in the invention are CIO dicarboxylic acids neutralized bv C6-10 alcohols, while Hata teaches alcohol 
additives in lubricating oils having CI 6-24 carbons. However, the argument is not persuasive because the carboxvlic acid esters 
of Nagano are the base oils of the invention, while the alcohols decribed in the invention of Hata are not base oils but additives. 
The combination would yield base oils having the esters of Nagano which further comprises the alcohol additive of Hata. The 
applicant further asserts that neither Nagano nor Hata recite deareasinq efficiencies of the claimed invention. However, the 
argument is not per suasive because deareasina efficiencies are not present in the limitations of the claim.
